Rationale

Initial attack is always the first priority.

Level 1, 2 and 3 evacuations. Significant growth
in south and southeast towards Winthrop.

Level 1, 2 and 3 evacuations. Prioritizing east
flank and critical area in Pebble and Boulder
Creek.

Level 2 and 3 evacuations (potential to increase
evacs in Summer Lake area). Spotting to the NE
continues. Active on north end.

Level 1 evacuations. Important cultural sites
threatened. Working critical area in Beaver Dam
Creek drainage. Active to north and east in Lynx
drainage.

Level 1 and 2 evacuations (level 2 added along
the south flank). Active fire on all eastern flanks.

Level 1 evacuations. Support to IA. Firing
operations in SE corner continue to hold control
lines. Prepping contingency lines on E side.

Reduced evacuation levels to 1 and 2. 11-acre
spot fire caught and contained.
